The most of us want 
clean, honest, and efficient government, but 
we want also the mayor of Chicago to care 
for the moral in\erests of our people.

Twelve Inches of Cuticle for Boy

$100,000 FIRE RUINS STORE 


Gasoline Explosion Hurls Debris 
Across Avenue. 


FIREMEN ARE IMPERILED. 


Plate Glass Pants Fall from Upper 
Floors, Landing Near Policemen. 


Fire virtually destroyed the three story 
building at 1619 and 1621 Michigan avenua 
last night, causing a loss of $100,000 to the 
three concerns in the building. 

The largest loser was the Auburn Automo- 
bile and Truck company, in whose store on 


the first floor the fire started. An explosion 
on the second floor shortly after the fire de- 


partment arrived blew out heavy window 
sashes, which fell and nearly hit First As- 
sistant Chief Thomas O’Connor, Three mem- 
bers of truck company 31 were knocked off a 
ladder at the same time, but were not m- 
jured by the fall. 
Truck Concern Big Loser. 

The loss to the three concerns occupying 
the building was as follows:

The fire started in the store occupled by the 
Auburn company, but by the time the fire de- 
partment had arrived it had spread to the 
second floor, occupied by the Chicago Motor 
school, and before a sufficient number of 
Streams could be directed to the burming 
structure the flames had spread to the third 
story and were flaring through the roof. 


Stored Gasoline Explodes. 

The explosion is said to have been caused 
by a quantity of gasoliné stored in the room 
occupied by the Chicago Motor school, Just 
after the first ladder had been erected and 
the members of truck company 81 were 
ascending with a lead of hose there came a 


| joud detonation, followed by a shower of fly- 
ing glass. Window sash, brick, mortar, 


and ashes were blown out, some being carried 
on the other side of the boulevard, endanger- 
ing the lives of a dozen or more firemen. 
Assistant Chief O'Connor and Patrolmen 
O’ Conner and Coughlin were standing on the 
sidewalk in front of the building when the 
explosion occurred.

Widow, Touring Europe, Be- 
gins Suit Against Reluct- 
ant Accident Concerns. 


COMPANIES SAY ‘SUICIDE’ 


Plaintiff's Attorney Says They | 
Also Will Fight on Tech- 
nical Basis. 


The circumstances of the death of Ira G 
Ran, former president of the Monon rail- 
way, at his residence in Winnetka on July 
20, 1910, are recalled in nine suits for an 
aggregate sum of $180,000, including interest. 
They were started in the Circuit court yes- 
terday by Mrs. Florence W. Rawn, his widow, 
agalnst the eight insurance companies in 
which he carried accident policies for $127,000. 

Almost all the life insurance policies, ag- 
gregating $43,000, were paid a few days 
after proof of death bad been submitted, but 
the eccident companies refused to pay the 


| full amounts of the policies. 


Attorney Frederic Bruce Johnstone of the 
Burry & Johnstone, 
which represents Mrs. Rawn, said during the 
day that the accident companies have offered 
various amounts in settlement. 


Companies Say It Was Suicide. 
We have refused the amounts tendered,” 
said Mr. Johnstone, “and have demanded 
payment in full. The companies in turn have 
given us notice that they will defend on tech- 


nical grounds connected with the issulng of 


the policies and aleo on the basis that Mr. 
Rawn committed suicide. 

Most of these accident ineurance policies 
were taken out by Mn Rawa ten or Oifteen 
years ago.” 

Mre. Rawn is the sole beneficiary of both 
the insurance and estate left by her hus- 
band. The insurance and estate were sepa- 
rate, the policies having been made payable 
to Mra. Rawn. When she qualified as exec- 
utrix in July Mra. Rawn scheduled the estate 
as amounting, to about $100,000. 


Mre. Rawn Goes to Europe, 

Shortly after the death of her husband Mra. 
Raw closed her residence in Winnetka and 
went to live with a daughter, Mra. R C. 
Brinkley, in the same suburb. Afterward 
she moved to the Virginia hotel, where she 
resided until January, when she left for a 
four months’ tour of Europe.

Busse, with an explanation that a number of 
railroads desired representation in its mem- 
bership, obtained permission to enlarge the 
number from fifteen to twenty-five and in- 
ciuded in his appointments six railroad presi- 
dents.

SATIRIZES GRAND OLD PARTY 


Long Filibuster in National House 
Comes to End. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
Representative Sheppard of Texas let him- 
self out in the house this afternoon and 
incidentally expelled from his system an old- 
time Democratic speech that kept the mem- 
bers of both parties in a roar. The speech 
was delivered while the naval appropriation 
bill was under consideration. 

His greatest hit was the colning of a new 
appellation for Col. Roosevelt, whom he 
termed a human seidlitz powder. He de- 
scribed his remarks a congratulation to the 
triumphant Democracy and a message of 
condolence to the Republicans. 

Mr. Sheppard declared the Republican 
party was never so arrogant, so insolent, a 
at the close of the campaign of 1908. 


Party Now Incoherent Wreckage. 

Today. he continued, a little more 
than two years later, the Republican party 
is a mass of incoherent wreckage. Unity of 
action and harmony of belief have been sup- 
planted by uproar and dissension. It has 
divided into two warring groupe, insurgents 
and standpatters, marked by a mutual hatred 
that baffles measurement. 

To an insurgent a standpatter is a verit- 
able prince of darkness, a votary of oppres- 
sion, a tyrant with heart of flint, with hand 
of, iron, and lip of brass; while the most 
complimentary ihing a standpatter can say 
of an insurgent is that he should be shot as 
a traitor, burned at the stake, burned in oil 
—ail three at once. 

The only conclusion that the American 
people may deduce from the whole imbroglio 
is that long acquaintance and intimate asso- 
ciation qualify each element of the Repub- 
lican party to describe the other with entire 
accuracy and authority. 


Colonel “Human Seidlitz Powder.” 

Even Roosevelt, the human seidlitz pow- 
der, who for seven years held his party in an 
undivided and resistless mass, who while 
president evaded the revision of the tarift 
with a skill that made nim the noblest stand- 
patter of them all, ceased to hunt wild beasts 
in Africa to hunt standpatters in the United 
States.“ 

Practically all of the provisions of the naval

At- 
tempts will be made both to decrease and in- 
crease this program, but the committee be- 
lieves it has enough votes to carry it through. 

A proposed repeal] of the clause in last 
year’s bill that all ships let out by contract 
should be under the eight hour labor law will 
be fought from both sides of the chamber. 


Filibustering at This Session Over. 

Filibustering in the lower brnach of con- 
gress during this session became a thing of 
the past today when the house voted by a 
large majority for a rule which, when in- 
voked by a two-thirds vote as to any pend- 
ing measure, forthwith reduces the time of 
debate to forty minutes and cuts off all 
amendments. 

The rule immediately was tnvoked against 
the filibuster on the omnibus war claims bill, 
and that m§asure—a house substitute for a 
senate bill—was passed in short order. The 
house bill cuts out all of the French spolia- 
tion and the navy yard overtime claims. 
There is not a great deal of hope that it will 
be accepted by the senate. 

Characterized as a gag by some of its 
opponents, the rule adopted today can be 
brought into play only when two-thirds of 
the house desire it. And even then the pas- 
sage of a bill under the suspension provided 
for can be accomplished only by a two-thirds 
vote. In the rules committee it was proposed 
at first to allow a majority to invoke the rule. 


OLD COUNCIL DESKS AND CHAIRS 
GIVEN TO MEMBERS OF BODY. 


Aldermen Hold Last Meeting in Tem- 
porary City Hall, Convening Next in 
New Municipal Building. , 


As a relic of “the old city hall,” “each 
member of the present city council may have 
the desk and chair he used during his alder- 
manic career. 

The desks and chairs were installed in the 
old city hall in 1887. 

To this end a large part of the council, after 
the adjournment of the regular session last 
evening, agreed to wink at the state law re- 
quiring the advertisement of all materials 
and supplies to be sold by the city. 

There were no dissenters from the plan 
which provides that the city controller shall 
have authority to sell the desks at private 
sale without advertisement and that untn 
this shall have been done each alderman 
shall have authority to Store one * and 
one chair.” 

This was the only unusual feature marking 
the last meeting of the council in the tem- 
porary city hall at 200 Randolph street. The 
next meeting will be held in the new struo- 
ture adjoining the county building.

Senators Delay the Treaty. 

Following President Taft's unmistakable 
determination to calla special session of con- 
gress unless the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment is ratified at this session, the senate 
finance committee proceeded today to hold 
hearings on the question. 

The indications still are, however, that the 
Republicans want to defeat the proposition, 
and that if it be passed it will be in the clos- 
ing hours of the session next week and with 
the greatest show of reluctance. 

In spite of the president's ultimatum, the 
program being carried out by the leaders is 
a dilatory one. -The hearings on the meas- 
ure will continue all day tomorrow, and pos- 
sibly all of Wednesday. It is intended that 
the bill shall not be reported to the senate 
by the committee till toward the end of the 
week. 

Then it will be child’s play to filibuster it 
to death. and a herculean task to pass ft, 
unless the president is able to perform a 
few miracles in the conversion of the oppo- 


sition. 
Hearings Plainly Obstructive. 

The holding of hearings is plainly obstruct- 
ive. The house ways and means committee 
held extensive hearings on the bill, all of 
which have been printed verbatim and are 
accessible to any person. When the Aldrich 
tariff bill was being shaped by the senate 
finance committee, of which Senator Aldrich 
is chairman, there were no hearings of any 
kind. The preparation of the bill went on in 
executive session, of which no record re- 
mains. But the desire in that case was to 
facilitate the passage of the bill in every 
way possible. The holding of hearings in the 
present case, in which dilatory tactics have 
been adopted, therefore is extremely sig- 
nificant. 

One of those who appeared before the sen- 
ate committee today in opposition to the 


Chicago lumber millionaire, who not only 
is fighting reciprocity but is alding in the 
efforts to keep his friend, William Lorimer, 
in the senate. Mr. Hines told the senators 
the same story he submitted to the house 
committee on ways and means. This was 
to the effect that the reduction of lumber 
duties will ruin the lumber business of this 
country. 
Paper Maker Opposes Bill.

Strange opposed the bill in vigorous lan- 
guage, charging that false sentiment in favor 
of it had been manufactured by a league of 
newspapers, which he believed to be in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law.

that its opponents would yet be induced to 
listen to reason and that it would go through 
in the last days of the session. 

Some of the opponents of the measure 
would not care how many extra sessions the 
presicent called if they could be assured that 
the Democrats would not touch the tariff 
until next fall. Some Democrats are dis- 
posed to give this assurance. Others propose 
that if the president calls an extra session 
congress should dispose of the Canadian 
treaty and then take a recess until fall, when 
the Democrats will be ready to submit their 
revision program. 

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the finance 
committee of the senate, has written to Pres- 
ident Taft that he favors the confirmation of 
the agreement. 


Unionists Criticise Bryce. 

LONDON, Feb. 20.—Again today in the 
house of commons the government was made 
the target for a multiplicity of questions re- 
garding the United States-Canada reciproc- 
ity agreement. In most instances the re- 
plies of the ministers were colorless reitera- 
tion of known facts. They evaéed the po- 
litical controversies which the unionist heck- 
lers sOught to arouse. 

The unionists were especially active in 
suggesting that Ambassador Bryce had 
failed in his duty of watching over British 
interests, but Premier Asquith stanchly de- 
fended the diplomat.

Danville, III., Feb. 20.—[Special.]- -The in- 
vestigation of the Vermilion county grand 
jury into the vote frauds in Speaker Uncle 
Joe! Cannon's district was brought to a halt 
at its crucial point today because of the sud- 
den illness of Foreman Isaac Woodyard. 

The announcement of the foreman’s condi- 
tion was such as to confine him to his home 
at Ridge farm throughout the present week 
was made when the jurors assembled shortly 
after noon for the beginning of the sixth 
week of the inquiry. 

The jury voted to adjourn for a week to 
give time for the foreman’s recovery from 
an attack of grip. Several hundred indict- 
ments and the report will be presented early 
next week,

Former Commander of French 
Navy Tells of Importance 
of Ocean Link. 


MEANS PEACE IN ORIENT. 


Relies on Aid of His Own Coun- 
try’s Diplomacy as Best 
Friend of America. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
PARIS, Feb. 20.—The Panama canal was 
discussed today at a meeting held under the 
auspices of the Franco-American commit- 
tee. Admiral Fournier, former commander 
of the French navy, spoke of the military and 
naval aspect of the completed waterway. 
He dismissed the plan to defend the canal 
with a fleet of warships as hopeless and as 
involving the immobilizing of the American 
navy. He then detailed approvingly the plan 
to fortify the canal and dwelt at some length 
upon the {irresistible attraction which the 
American people felt towards the ortent, 
which attraction, he declared, hae led the 
government of the United States into the 
policy of becoming China’s best friend. 
Unfortunately, he went on, Japan's ambi- 
tion in the same direction had created the 
extremely critical situation which now oc- 
cuples the attention of all civilized govern- 
ments. hy 
Refers to Affairs in China. 
He then referred to America’s intervention 
in the Manchurian railways and expressed 
the belief that it was perhaps untimely, as it 
had been one of the factors in changing a 
Japanese-Chinese combination against Rus- 
sia into a Russo-Japanese combination 
against China. 
The admiral then turned to the present 
awkward position in which China has been 
placed and gave it as his conviction that it 
would last some ten years, or until America 
was in a position to dominate the Pacific 
ocean. Russia's recent ultimatum, to which 
Japan was undoubtedly privy, was a good 
example of the threats and pressure which 
Chine will have to endure. China's internal 
complications must retard the work of or 
ganizing ber army and creating navel bases 
in readiness for an American fleet when it 
goes to China’s assistance. 


Predicts Peace in Orient.

diplomacy to intervene towards a settle. 
ment which would eliminate the possibility 
of a war. He felt that the chief hope in this 
direction lay in French diplomacy as the 
best friend of America, and of English diplo- 
macy in the role of Japan's ally. 

M. de Rousiers, secretary of the ship own- 
ers of France, sketched the history of the 
Panama canal with a view to a showing that 
it would prove to be a bond between North 
and South America, facilitating exchange be- 
tween the western portion of the United 
States and eastern South America, as well as 
between the Atlantic states and western 


South America. 


German Sees Forts Needed. 

BERLIN, Feb. 20.— Col. Gaedke, a well 
known military critic, discusses in the Tage- 
blatt, from a military point of view, the forti- 
fication of the Panama canal. He declares 
that the United States’ military position in 
the Pacific is unsatisfactory, owing to lack of 
warships, which are practically concentrated 
on the Atlantic. In event of war with Japan, 
the Philippines would fall a prey in a few 
weeks, he says, and that Pearl Harbor, in 
Hawall, could easily be captured. very 
thing depends, for the United States, adds the 
critic, on the early appéarance in the Pacific 
of the powerful Atlantic fleet. 

Col Gaedke concludes with the assertion 
that it is to the most pressing interest of the 
United States to fortify the canal at both 
ends, especially the Pacific outlet, and that 
the works must also be made defensible 
against land attack.

CHINA REPLIES TQ RUSSIA 


Foreign Board Says Treaty Will 
Be Fully Carried Out. 


WILL GO NO FURTHER. 


Czar Not Expected to Send Troops Into 
Ili Provinee. 


PEKING, Feb. 20.—The foreign board to- 
day handed to Russian Minister Korostovetz 
Chinas reply to the Russian note which de- 
manded immediate compliance with the 
Russo-Chinese treaty of 1881. The Chinese 
reply will be made public tomorrow. Mean- 
time it has been cabled to other capitala 

A statement summarizing China's atti- 
tude was given out by the foreign board this 
afternoon. It declares the willingness of the 
Chinese government to abide by the treaty 
and its unwillingness to go further. 

Gubsequently the foreign office announced 
it did not believe that the Russian govern- 
ment had aggressive designs in sending a 
military force tolliprovince. It was thought 
thet Russia was only seeking to achieve 
valuable points prior to the forthcoming con- 
+ ference over a renewal Of the treaty in order 
that these advantages might be represented 
to the conference as already accomplished.

LONDON, Feb. 20.—The coffee poisoning 
mystery at Dalkeith had a tragic Sequel to- 
day in the suicide of John Hutchinson, a son 
of one of the victims, who swallowed a fatal 
drug in the presence of officers sent to arrest 
him. Hutchinson was a chemist and was 
charged with having placed poison in the

home. 

On the evening of Feb. 4 Charles B. Hutch- 
inson, a man about fifty years of age, con- 
nected with the Duke of Buccieuch’s Dalkeith 
estate office; gave a dinner for sixteen 
friends. At the end of the meal coffee was 
served, first to the women and later to the 
men, After only a few minutes several of 
the women became ill and then a number of 
the men complained of distress. 

Physicians were summoned, but the host 
died during the night. Later Alexander Clap- 
perton, a relative, died. Twelve others were 
serioushy ill for several days. 


Kills Self at Arrest. 

Post mortem examinations revealed that 
the deaths were due to poisoning and sus- 
picion fell on the son, John. A warrant for 
his arrest was issued and today the officers 
found him at a hotel at Guernsey. The young 
man drew a vial from his pocket and, despite 
the efforts of the officers to prevent him, 
awallowed the contents, He died in a few 
moments. 

A possible motive for the poisoning is sug- 
gested by the report that Clapperton was a 
rival of young Hutchinson for the hand of a 
Dalkeith girl. The latter was present at the 
dinner party and was made seriously ill.

Mexico City, Feb. 20.—El Diario today pub- 


/ lished a report to the effect that in an en- 


counter between revolutionists led by En- 
rique Flores Magon and a force under Gen. 
Navarro, near Guadalupe, more than ninety 
rebels were killed and many wounded, No 
mention was made of federal losses. 

The fighting was sald to have continued 
all morning, the rebels retreating when they 
found themselves nearly surrounded by Na- 
yarro’s men. No confirmation of the news 
was to be had tonight. 


REPORT FEDERAL ADVANCE. 

El Paso, Tex., Feb. 20.—Late this after- 
noon a Herald correspondent telephoned from 
Clint, Tex., that Gen. Navarro had occupied 
Guadalupe, and that Madero, the insurrecto 
leader, and the insurrecto forces, which had 
been encamped twenty miles south, in the 
foothills, had moved on toward the south. 


MINISTER URGES COMPROMISE. 

PARIS Feb. 2W—José Ives Limantour, 
Mexican minister of finance, today said his 
government should negotiate with the rebels, 
granting reforms they demand if they wil 
lay down their arms. He admits that the 
federals will be unable to conquer the in- 
surgents by force. 

In the opinion of Sefior Limantour the 
feudal system in Mexico must go and the 
great estates in the north which have been 
passed from family to family should be dis 
tributed among the people. 

The minister makes these suggestions: 

1. The abuses contaminating local admin- 
istrations as in ‘the cities and towns which 
have the greatest grievances should be 
immediately abolished., 

2. Some means should be found to allow 
the people to share more extensively in the 
holdings of land. The vast estates in 
northern Mexico should be divided among the 
people. 

“I dislike to touch on the delicate ques- 
tions of neutrality,’ continued the Mex- 
ican, but I am convinced that the United 
States’ interpretation is too restricted. Un- 
less it is enlarged it will seriously imperil 
the government’s chances of quelling the 
revolution. Mexico prevents Guatemalan 
revolutionists from remaining near the 
frontier Why can not the United States 
adopt the same attitude, and not only arrest 
armed revolutionista if found crossing into 
Mexico, but also prevent revolutionary meet- 
ings and the dispatch of arms and ships?“ 


CROWN PRINCE’S LIFE IN PERIL: 
AMBUSHED BY AN ELEPHANT. 


Story of Narrow Escape of Kaiser’s 
Son During Hunting Trip in Ceylon 
Becomes Known in Berlin,

Nachrichten, the crown prince of Germany 
had @ narrow escape from death while hunt- 
ing elephants in Ceylon last November.

The 
prince fired quickly, but missed, and the 
beast was 80 close upon him that he had no 
time for a second shot.

Apprehension Over Big Court 
Cases Holds Market Back 
for Some Time.

New York, Feb. 20.—[Special. In the early 
hours of business om the stock exchange to- 
day apprehensions were expressed by traders 
over the possibility of a decision in the to- 
bacco and Standard Oil suits by the Supreme 
court later in the day and prices displayed 
a somewhat heavy tendency. 

With the passing of the hour at which the 
court’s opinions usually are handed down 
the market strengthened, the movement 
growing 5 the day progressed, although 
there was some irregularity.
